Did you have any fits while you 
were in the house? 



I had a few big ones. I nodded off 
in the bedroom and I had a fit - 
poor old Michelle and Cami Li 
were completely freaked out 
because when you have a fit your 
eyes are open, so it looks like 
you're dead. When I came to, 
they were like: 'Oh my God!' but 
I reassured them I was fine. 
Keith went on Good Morning 
Britain and said I was getting 
special treatment with the 

room, which I thought was 
strange when he knew 
I had fits and how 
unpleasant it can 
be for others. I

one in the house 
that took out 
my tongue. 

You r tongue? 

You bite your 
tongue, so Big Brother 
delivered some straws to me 
so I could eat because my tongue 
was mangled. 

Do you know how many fits you 

had in there? 

I didn't keep a record. I guess 
I would've had one or two a 
night, but the doctors who were 
watching through these cameras 
reckon they weren't as bad as the 
ones I normally have and they 


certainly saw them go down 
during my time in the house, 
which is really weird. Their view 
is that maybe the house was good 
for me. While you were captive, 
you were also free from life's 
normal worries or pressures or 
demands. In this house from hell 
that drove everyone mad, I was 
cured of my epilepsy! 


I ended up in the bloody final. 
On the way in I got booed - 1 was 
prepared for that, I know that 
territory. I wasn't expecting, or 
comfortable with, coming out 
to cheers and people being nice 
- that's not what I know. The 
only me that anyone knows is 
a nasty, vile, spiteful old cow and 
I'm comfortable with that!

My epilepsy or my children being 
ill and potentially having genuine 
health concerns - those are real 
problems. What aren't real 
problems are all those other 
idiots who call themselves 
celebrities.

Is my skin brown enough? Are my 
nails gelled enough? Are my teeth 
white enough?' All the things 
they moan about. Patsy [Kensit] 
was on 18 vitamin tablets a night! 

So needy, so 
hypochondriac, so demanding, 
versus people out there working 
13 -hour shifts, people who don't 
know where their next work is 
coming from.
